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TH IR TY -FO U R TH P R E S ID E N T 
THERE HAVE BEEN arguments pro 
and co n as to whether Dwight D. Eisen­ 
ho wer will be the 33rd o r 34th President o f 
the United States. The questio n stems fro m 
the fact that Gro v er Clev eland serv ed two 
no nco nsecutiv e terms, which has led so me 
autho rities to list him as bo th the 22nd and 
24th President. 
Others argue that a President is a mere 
mo rtal, and may no t be div ided in t w o 
tho ugh he may do the wo rk o f IO men. 
They po int o ut sev eral Presidents serv ed 
mo re than o ne term but bear o ne numer­ 
ical designatio n. Their terms, ho wev er, 
were co ntinuo us. 
With the inauguratio n drawing near, the 
pro blem reasserts itself, no t so much fo r 
histo ry ’s sake as fo r practical reaso ns. 
There are o fficial do cuments and inv ita­ 
tio ns to prepare, tickets to be printed, 
cakes to be deco rated. Press, radio and 
telev isio n need a descriptiv e number to 
giv e histo rical autho rity to the millio ns o f 
wo rds to be issued abo ut the ev ent. 
So fo r the sake o f co nsistency the Eisen- 
ho wer-Nix o n inaugural co mmittee has de­ 
cided that Eisenho wer sho uld be regarded 
as Number 34. 
The number, say s the co mmittee, re­ 
flects the weight o f o pinio n o f leading au­ 
tho rities, including the Library o f Co ngress 
and the chief o f pro to co l o f the State De­ 
partment. The co mmittee co ntends t h a t 
President Truman was erro neo usly listed 
as 32nd President at the 1949 inauguratio n. 


BETTER COFFEE 
THE NATIONAL COFFEE Asso ciatio n 
has set up an institute to co nduct a “ co n­ 
tinuo us pro gram o f research and dev elo p­ 
ment” in the better brewing o f c o f f e e . 
So me may think that the pro ductio n o f a 
go o d cup o f co ffee is a relativ ely simple 
pro cess that requires no assistance fro m 
science and techno lo gy . They co uldn t be 
mo re wro ng. 
Fo r a peo ple who co nsume millio ns o f 
gallo ns o f the s t u f f , Americans to lerate an 
amazing quantity o f bad co ffee. Perhaps 
the institute will undertake, amo ng o ther 
pro jects, a study o f restaurant co ffee. 
It has been suggested that restaurant co f­ 
fee gets tired standing aro und in tho se big 
perco lato rs. But grandma’s ev er-ready po t 
bubbled fro m mo rning until night o n the 
back o f the kitchen sto v e. In the pro cess it 
acquired v igo r and autho rity , but stay ed 
aro matic and appetizing. 
There must be so me o ther reaso n than 
o v erbrewing fo r the peculiar flav o r o f so 
much that passes fo r co ffee in places o f 
public refreshment. 


It is po ssible at the end o f 1952 to lo o k

Franklin D. Ro o sev elt lo o m large in t h e 
: dev elo pment o f the New Deal philo so phy , 
he was no t the autho r o f the pro cess no r 
do es the ev idence indicate that he alto geth­ 
er grasped the applicatio n o f United Fro nt 
(in Euro pe, Fro nt Po pulair) co ncepts to 
American life. Ro o sev elt tho ught in terms 
o f po litical self-perpetuatio n and in t h a t 
I pro cess he was jo ined by the mo st cy nical 
! public character o f o ur times, Harry Ho p­ 
kins. Ho wev er, such thinkers as D a v i d 
Cushman Co y le, Stuart Chase, Felix Frank- 
j furter, Rex fo rd Guy Tugwell and o ther 
o riginal New Dealers co nceiv ed o f Ro o se­ 
v elt as a v ehicle fo r a great ex periment in 
so cializatio n witho ut altering the written 
1 wo rd o f the Co nstitutio n. 
Thus while to many Americans the New 
Deal appeared to be a haphazard pro duct 
o f inex perience and to o thers, a heav en 
sent 
pro cess fo r the redistributio n o f 
wealth, actually it was a rev o lutio nary de­ 
v ice fo r the so cializatio n o f the American 
eco no my with the co nsent o f Co ngress but 
witho ut its kno wledge. 
Ro o sev elt reco gnized in the effo rts o f his 
smart bo y s a metho d fo r remaining in o f­ 
fice thro ugh perso nal po pularity . 
They 
were smart in their ability to co o k up plans 
palatable to Co ngress: they were ex cellent 
pro pagandists capable no t o nly o f utilizing 
his talents to the full in the ex pressio n o f 
their ideas but o f smearing all o ppo sitio n 
so mercilessly that fine characters were 
assassinated. 
Ro o sev elt achiev ed a perso nal po pularity 
so unusual in this co untry that he was elect­ 
ed fo ur times; y et, the peo ple nev er quite 
realized that they were v o ting fo r the so ­ 
cial rev o lutio n o r that inv o lv ed was United 
Fro nt activ ity which paralleled similar ef­ 
fo rts in o ther co untries, all o f which were 
directed fro m the Kremlin. I am co nfident 
(that o bjectiv e histo rians in the future will 
find, after a study o f the do cumentatio n o f 
the case, that Franklin D. Ro o sev elt had 
no understanding o f the United Fro nt o r o f 
the Russian use o f it to infiltrate his ad- 


i ministratio n and the institutio ns o f o u r 
| co untry . 
j 
The United Fro nt was a dev ice o f So v iet 
po licy to unite all “ Demo cratic” elements 
in a co untry into a v ehicle fo r po litical ac­ 
tio n. Their assumptio n has been that the 


j United Fro nt wo uld ultimately lead t h e 
way , first to a “ Peo ple’s Demo cracy ,” and 


I then to a Co mmunist Rev o lutio n. 
T h e i r 
pro gram has succeeded in a number o f 
co untries; it failed in the United States fo r 
many reaso ns, no t the least o f which was 
the perso nal ambitio n o f Ro o sev elt who re­ 
garded all suppo rt as merely perso nal to 
him.

"Room-ln" Method Proves 
Best for Mothers and Babies 


By HERMAN N. BUNDESEN, M.D. 
WE hav e co me a far cry fro m 
the day when the majo rity o f 
babies in this co untry were bo rn 
at ho me. Mo dern American wo m­ 
en hav e been wo n o v er to the 
safety and co nv enience o f the 
ho spital deliv ery ro o m. To day , 
ho me 
deliv eries 
hav e 
beco me 
v ery unco mmo n, especially in the 
large cities. 
There is no deny ing that with 
this decline in ho me deliv eries, 
fewer mo thers and infants are 
dy ing in childbirth. But the o lder 
metho d had so me adv antages, 
to o . which may be lo st when the 
“ little stranger" is kept in a ho s­ 
pital 
nursery 
apart fro m its 
mo ther. 
“ Ro o ming-In" Metho d 
Many pro gressiv e ho spitals are 
no w making arrangements so 
mo thers and infants can stay in 
the same ro o m. This metho d, 
called “ ro o ming-in,” is tho ught to 
resto re the natural mo ther-and- 
tnfant relatio nship that o nce ex ­ 
isted with ho me deliv eries. 
In many ho spitals, the mo ther 
gets to see and handle her baby 
o nly at definite feeding perio ds, 
Trained nurses take o v er the rest 
o f the time, so the mo ther can 
get plenty o f rest. 
The tro uble is that many mo th­ 
ers really need to learn mo re 
abo ut their o wn children the first 
few day s. Witho ut this ex peri­ 
ence it can be difficult fo r new 
parents to grasp the care o f their 
child when ho me fro m the ho s­ 
pital. 
Parents’ Fear 
Many y o ung peo ple appro ach 
the care o f an infant with real 
fear. This can ev en lead to an 
unco nscio us rejectio n o f the o nce 
welco me baby . 
Ro o ming-in seems to fill a large 
part o f this need. Ho wev er, there

must be sufficient Instructio n o f 
the mo ther bo th by the phy sician 
and capable nurses to make the 
effo rt wo rth-while. But when 
this is do ne, it giv es a sense o f 
starting o ut as a real family fro m 
the v ery beginning. 
Ro o ming-in also makes it eas­ 
ier fo r the mo ther to breast-feed 
her child when it needs to be fed. 
This has wo n o v er mo re wo men 
to breast-feeding, which can be 
so 
impo rtant 
fo r 
the 
baby ’s 
health. 
Safer fo r Child 
The metho d also giv es greater 
safety to the child, it is believ ed, 
by eliminating epidemics o f diar­ 
rhea in new-bo rn infants that 
hav e o ccurred in so me nurseries. 
In ho spitals ado pting this sy stem 
there has been practically no epi­ 
demic diarrhea. 
The sy stem also seems to help 
in the present nursing sho rtage. 
Fewer nurses are needed if the 
mo ther is nearby to help take 
care o f her baby . A nurse can 
satisfy the mo ther’s demands, 
and is also near to aid in any 
disco mfo rt o f the infant. 
Do n’t be surprised if y o u find 
plans being made in y o ur co m­ 
munity fo r “ ro o ming-in” infants 
with their mo thers. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
B. R.: I am a 21-y ear-o ld girl 
with an attractiv e face ex cept 
fo r an ex cessiv e gro wth o f hair.

Answer: There is a family tend­ 
ency in a large number o f cases 
to hav e hair gro wth o n the face.

“There’s only one thing I’d like 
to add to it, and that’s a warning 
on the seriou s shortage of farm la­ 
bor. 
“It’s tru e, as I recently pointed 
o ut, that we need less and l e s s 
help on the farms as ou r nation 
mo v es throu gh the mechanical age. 
^ “Howev er, farm labor in recent 
months has been declining mu ch 
too rapidly —it’s going down t oo 
fast, ev en allowing for mechanical 
progress and improv ed methods 
• * * 
“ MOST ALL of this problem is 
du e to the more attractiv e wages 
being offered to bu ild u p indu strial 
ex pansion which, in part, has help­ 
ed the cau se of farming. Indu stry , 
one hand, has made farming 
Rsier and more produ ctiv e; bu t, 
on the other hand, it’s draining off 
the help so fast we may soon be 
faced with a critical problem. 
“There are other factors, t o o, 
like the effect of the draft and the 
general u ncertainty of world condi- t 
lions, bu t the lu re of better pay in 
the indu strial jobs is one of the 
most seriou s matters facing the 
farmers in 1953.”

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THIRTY-FOURTH PRESIDENT 
THERE HAVE BEEN arguments pro 
and con as to whether Dwight D. Eisen­ 
hower will be the 33rd or 34th President of 
the United States. The question stems from 
the fact that Grover Cleveland served two 
non-consecutive terms, which has led some 
authorities to list him as both the 22nd and 
24th President. 
Others argue that a President is a mere 
mortal, and may not be divided in t w o 


It is possible at the end of 1952 to look 
I at the New Deal in perspective, although 
an objective historical view remains dis­ 
tant. While the data applicable to New Deal 
domestic policies may be appraised with a 
fair degree of accuracy, the foreign policy I 
is not yet sufficiently documented to dis­ 
close the truth. 
While the personality and associations of j 
Franklin D. Roosevelt loom large in t h e 
development of the New Deal philosophy, 
he was not the author of the process nor 
does the evidence indicate that he altogeth- j 
er grasped the application of United Front 
(in Europe, Front Populair) concepts to 
American life. Roosevelt thought in terms 
of political self-perpetuation and in t h a t 
process he was joined by the most cynical 
public character of our times, Harry Hop­ 
kins. However, such thinkers as D a v i d 
Cushman Coyle. Stuart Chase. Felix Frank- 
furter, Rexford Guy Tugwell and other 
original New Dealers conceived of Roose­ 
velt as a vehicle for a great experiment in 
socialization without altering the written 
word of the Constitution.

"Room-ln" Method Proves 


Best for Mothers and Babies 


By HIRMAN N. IUH0ISIN, M.O. 
WK have come a far cry from 
the day when the m ajority of 
babies in this country were born 
a t home Modem American wom­ 
en have been won over to the 
safety and convenience of the 
hospital delivery room. Today,! 
home 
deliveries 
have 
become 
very uncommon, especially In the 
large cities. 
There is no denying th a t with 
this decline In home deliveries, 
fewer m others and infants are 
dying In childbirth. But the older 
m ethod had some advantages, 
too. which may be lost when the 
“little stranger” Is kept In a hos­ 
pital 
nursery 
apart from 
its 
m other 
“Rooming-In” Method 
Many progressive hospitals are 
now 
m aking arrangem ents so 
m others and infants can stay in 
the same room. This method, 
called **roomlng-ln,“ Is thought to 
restore the natural m other-and- 
ln fan t relationship th a t once ex­ 
isted with home deliveries. 
In m any hospitals, the m other 
gets to see and handle her baby 
only at definite feeding periods. 
T rained nurses take over the rest 
of the time, so the m other can 
get plenty of rest. 
The trouble is th at many m oth­ 
ers really need to learn more 
about their own children the first 
few days. W ithout this experi­ 
ence It can be difficult for new 
parents to grasp the care of their 
child when home from the hos­ 
pital. 
Parents’ Fear 
Many young people approach 
the care of an infant with real 
fear. This can even lead to an 
unconscious rejection of the once 
welcome baby. 
Rooming-in seems to fill a large 
p art of this need. However, there 


m ust be sufficient Instruction of 
the m other both by the physician 
and capable nurses to make the 
effort 
worth-while. But when 
this Is done, it gives a sense of 
starting out as a real family from 
the very beginning. 
Rooming-in also makes it eas­ 
ier for the m other to breast-feed 
her child when it needs to be fed. 
This has won over more women 
to breast-feeding, which can be 
so 
im portant 
for 
the 
baby’s 
health. 
Safer for Child 
The method also gives greater 
safety to the child, it Is believed, 
by elim inating epidemics of diar­ 
rhea in new-born infants th at 
have occurred in some nurseries. 
In hospitals adopting this system 
there has been practically no epi­ 
demic diarrhea 
The system also seems to help 
In the present nursing shortage. 
Fewer nurses are needed If the 
m other is nearby to help take 
ca rt of her baby. A nurse can 
satisfy the m others demands, 
and is also near to ald In any 
I discomfort of the in fa n t 
Don’t be surprised lf you find 
plans being made In your com­ 
m unity for “room lng-in” infants 
with their mothers. 


QL’ESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
B R : I am a 21-year-old girl 
w ith an attractive face except 
for an excessive growth of hair. 
W hat causes this and w hat can 
I do? 
Answer: There is a family tend­ 
ency in a large num ber of cases 
to have hair growth on the face.
